Legislative Notebook

Win A Few...SB111MakesIt. YAY! 


The California State Senate Trans- 
portation Committee chopped the hel- 
met provision from Senate Bill 111 
without objection and passed the 
remainder of the bill to the Senate 
Floor. The bill had been previously 
amended by the author Ralph C. Dills 
of Torrance to agree with AB 289. In 
the future SB 111 will read exactly 
like 289 except for the deletion of 
all reference to mandatory helmet 
wearing. The removal of the helmet 
restriction was moved by Senator 
Walsh of Huntington Park, and sec- 
onded by Senator Cusanovich of Van 
Nuys, who has long opposed compul- 
sory helmets, Sen. Marler of Redding 
and Sen. Kennick of Long Beach 
also backed the amendment on our 
behalf. Eye protection (glasses, 
goggles, or faceshield) requirements 
remain in the bill. Both the amend- 
ment and the bill passed the com- 
mittee on voice vote. So now we 
have a piece of safety legislation 
that we can support. Ask your Cali- 
fornia representative to vote for SB 
111. 


Lose a Few ... But So Does AB 
289. BOO! 


However later that same afternoon 
AB289 was heard in Assembly Trans- 
portation Committee. Efforts by As- 
semblyman Karabian of Monterey 
Park, Negri of Granada Hills and 
Schabarum of Covina to chop hel- 
mets from John Foran's bill failed 
in that committee. Author Foran (San 
Francisco) was adamant that his bill 
be passed out as written and so it 
was. Assemblyman Karabian’s amend- 
ment would have left helmet stand- 
ards to be set and required that hel- 
mets sold in the state meet those 
standards, a logical provision. At 
one point Foran, who had stepped 
down as Chairman of the committee 
while his bill was being heard, was 
&sked by the temporary chairman 
*John, do you want the bill to pass 
without helmets, or don't you want 
the bill to pass." 

“I want it to pass exactly as it 
is written," said Foran. And it was 
thus. 

An overwhelming weight of testi- 
mony was presented to indicate that 
there is no more reason to force hel- 
mets on cycle riders than on the oc- 
cupants of automobiles or even on 
pedestrians and people taking a bath. 

Chuck Ramage,a rider from Fres- 
no, and Glen Miller from Sacramento 
presented good evidence as involved 
citizens. Your reporter testified in 
behalf of the staff and readers of 
Cycle News. Paul McCrillis, repre- 
senting the motorcycle trade asso- 
ciation testified in behalf of wind- 
shields as substitute eye protection.

CAN'T GET DAYTONA OUT OF MY MIND 


In the interest of honest journalism, we intend to keep the promise, made 
in this column last week. 

Perhaps the best show of the Daytona Speed Week just concluded was 
the twoenight professional quarter-mile flattrack race program held at their 
Municipal Stadium. 

On a sandy circuit identical to a high school quarter-mile, except for the 
green brick wall around its outside edge, the speedway Experts put on a show 
of slides, springs and elbow-knocking cycle action the likes of which I’ve 
never seen! Something about the Florida sand makes this particular track sur 
face so perfect for doing what the professional Experts do, that it apparently 
lets them get away with anything. For another thing, the track can absorb any 
amount of rain and still be perfect. The downpour that drenched the 250cc 
road race on Saturday,so bad that the race had to be stopped, just settled the 
dust for the speedway fans that evening. 

Promoters will note that the short track races, publicized only by word of 
mouth, drew as big a crowd as both the Amateur and combined 250cc road 
races did on the same days. And while the giant grandstands of Daytona In- 
ternational Speedway were almost empty, the little short track tumed away an 
estimated 2,000 ticket buyers both nights because there wasn’t even any stand- 
ing room in the stadium. 

What attracted the people was action. All of the big name racers except 
Gary Nixon were saving it up for the road races. But if names like Dick Mann, 
Darrel Dovel, Sammy Tanner, Ronnie Rall and Neil Keen don’t sell as many 
motorcycles.as they used to, they sure proved that they can still sell tickets. 

Those fans lucky enough to get in got more than they paid for in forceful, 
close racing. The sight of ten riders going into a turn in a bunch, legs and 
elbows interlocked, all of them racing with that hard wall so close... well. 
Alex Yerkes, after watching one rider get off, turned to our photographer and 
said, “Can you imagine anyone doing this for a living?* Then he promptly 
went on the track and got off exactly the same way. 

In spite of the dread fascination of all this edge-of-control action, in- 
juries to the racers were relatively few. Shorty Seabourne took the wall and 
hurt his shoulder, and there may have been some minor stubbings, but nothing 
to compare with the road race toll. What the fans saw instead, and what they 
came looking for, was Sid Carlson crowbarring through bunched-up riders de- 
termined not to give an inch. And then Mann blitzing Carlson, as if to teach 
him a lesson, only to be blitzkrieged himself by Darrel Dovel in the Friday 
night final. What a race this was! The stands went wild. 

On Saturday it was Sammy Tanner's night,riding Nixon's Triumph to take 
home the miniature purse (no 40% is paid, or the winners would have gone 
home rich). Second to Sam was Ronnie Rall, proving that a Benelli can still 
get around pretty quick. 

Ray Little lived up to his National Number in his heat races and some 
Amateurs showed great cool, notably 453D, against the Experts. 

In brief, the short track show alone is worth whatever it costs you to get 
to Daytona in March. We hope that by next year enough grandstands are in- 
stalled to accommodate all the fans. A few thousand seats could be borrowed 
from the road race course and never missed. (See pictures on page 9 & 10)

AB 289 now moves to Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee for a 
hearing date not yet set. This 19 
member committee is chaired by 
Robert Crown of Alameda. Other 
members are Assemblymen Lanter- 
man, Barnes, Belotti, Britschgi, 
Burton, Collier (Assemblyman John 
Collier of L.A. not to be confused 
with Sen. Randolph Collier), Conrad, 
Davis, Leroy Greene, Hinckley, 
Meyers, Mulford, Porter, Ralph, 
Ryan, Shoemaker, Warren and Zeno- 
vich. 

There is a great deal of aware- 
ness in the legislature that compul- 
sory helmets are not acceptable to 
the people involved. We have a much 
better chance of winning this ses- 
sion than. we had last year, but leg- 
islation is a curious game and many 
unpopular laws have been passed 
because those involved thought (1). 
someone else would take care of it 
(2). there was no use anyway. Let 
your representative know what you 
think. I can't say it loud enough or 
often enough ... they're willing to 


give us afair hearing in Sacramento. 
Speak up! 


Footwear Bill Passes Assembly 
Committee 


AB 366 authored by L.E. Town- 
send of Torrance sailed through the 
Assembly Transportation Committee 
Thursday on the propwash of the 
helmet argument. In spite of testi- 
mony presented that footwear was 
in the same category as helmets as 
being an unfit subject for law, As- 
semblyman Townsend insisted that 
proper footwear could prevent acci- 
dents affecting others beside the 
cyclist (you might be unable to put 
on the brake if you had stubbed your 
toes), and a weary committee stamp- 
ed it ‘Do Pass’. The bill calls for 
protective foot covering having a 
hard sole. No sandals or shoes with 
an open toe will be allowed. AB 366 
goes directly to the Assembly floor 
then to the Senate Transportation 
committee. So a few letters on this 
subject are calledforfrom California 
motorcycle riders. You might point 
out that even though you disapprove 
of barefoot motorcycle riders, a 
stubbed toe is even less reason to 
impose government regulation on 
personal liberty than any of the 
other “compulsory body armor” hys- 
teria which we oppose,

YAMAHA ENDURO 250 TRAIL TEST 


Story and Photo by George Martin 


The little 250cc single was pulling like 
a tractor, and the rear wheel spun mad- 
ly, clawing for a grip on the clay slope 
and driving the bike upward toward the 
trail cutting diagonally across the hill, 

At the trail I turned right, putted 
along for a few yards and then stopped, 
cut the engine and looked out over the 
Richmond Ramblers scrambles course 
at Point Richmond, 






Clean lines of the Yamaha 250 Enduro are 
graphically expressed in this shot, Recently 
introduced single is already making a name 
for itself over entire U.S, 


San Francisco Bay was dark gray, 
dotted with whitecaps, and the firstrain- 
drops were just beginning to fall, turn- 
ing the ochre-yellow earth to dark brown 
where they landed, 

Anybody with an ounce of brains would 
have gone back to his warm parlor at 
that point, but I had been riding a new 
Yamaha 250 Enduro for two hours and 
was hopelessly in love with it, so back 
down the hill I went to discover a new 
trail or another slope. 

Yamaha is justly proud of the Enduro, 
the company’s first ‘‘real’’ dirt machine 


since it built a batch of Ascot-style TT 
motors a few years ago, Everyone is 
familiar with the ‘“‘street scramblers’’ 
so prominent in the Yamaha line (and 
everybody else’s it seems) but the En- 
duro id a special effort, built from the 
ground up to do a good job off the road. 

About the only fly in the Enduro oint- 
ment is that most of the dealers in 
Northern California at least, have one 
(1) Enduro in the store, and most of 
them aren't selling at the moment, al- 
though they'll be happy totake your name 
and address and a cash deposit, 

Karl Huth at Karl’s Motors in Rich- 
mond is using his Enduro as a demon- 
strator, to keep his customers’ blood 
pounding until the ‘for sale’’ models 
get here. 


“You want to ride it?" he asked 
casually this week, andIbegan salivating 
heavily. 

The bike had less than 200 miles on 
it as I rolled it out the door, so I was 
cautioned: “Ride it like a gentleman." 

I had several errands to do, so I 
spent the first hour or so discovering 
that the Enduro is an enjoyable run- 
around mount on the street as well as 
the dirt, 


The knobbyish tires grip quite nicely 
and riding position is very comfortable, 
although my six feet two inches could 
have used the seat about two inches 
farther back, Wide, rather moto-cross- 


ish bars are fitted, and the foot controls 


are handily placed. 

Yamaha's engineers have created a 
mechanically poetic five speed gearbox 
for the Enduro. Just a short dab at the 
lever sends the box smoothly and silent- 
ly into the next gear, It’s down for low, 
with neutral between first and second. 
This takes a sensitive toe, because there 
is so little throw between first and sec- 
ond, but after a few tries I was grabbing 
neutral unerringly, even with the ma- 
chine stopped. 

Approaching the Ramblers track, a 
large hillside area near the bay, I was 
a bit nervous, My dirt riding experience 
is strictly limited, and I didn't want to 
bend Karl's pretty new bike. 

But the Yamaha is a real confidence 
giver, The front forks, Enduro-travel 


Yamaha calls them, look like Cerianis 
on the outside and seem to share the 
Italian product’s uncanny ability .to 
smooth out ruts and bumps uncomplain- 
ingly. Grab the front brake andleanhard 
on the bars and there is a nearly silent 
*whoosh" and the forks sink six-plus 
inches, On the go, they follow the land 
beautifully, never bottoming, although 
they occasionally ‘top’? when the wheel 
drops into a deep hole or comes off the 
ground, 

My first rather tentative foot-down 
slides went so well that I found myself 
gleefully going faster and faster until 
the front wheel erred into a deep rut 
and deposited me right on my dignity 
with a resounding thud. 

Cursing my ineptness and thinking up 
apologies to Karl Huth, I picked up the 
Yamaha and found it unbent and un- 
marked, Clearly, the machine is built 
to take it, 

A stab on the kick starter had the 
engine perking again and off we went 
together bounding over bumps and dips, 
sliding around turns and in general hay- 
ing a total ball, 

The Enduro’s engine is a masterpiece 
of torque; it seems to pull from almost 
zero rpms. The booster ports, whichare 
just grooves in the cylinder which line 
up with holes in the piston skirts, allow 
extra-generous flow area combined with 
mild port timing. 

All it takes is a tug on the bars and a 
twist of the throttle to make the front 
wheel extremely light. Wheelies are & 
snap. 

For the really hairy of chest, Yamaha 
has a GYT (genuine Yamaha, tuning) kit 
that raises the 21 horsepower machine 
to a nice round 30, at some sacrifice 
in low end torque, 


The bike abounds in little niceties — 
quick change carburetor jets, easily 
detachable lights, a tuned, closely tucked 
away exhaust pipe, and spring-loaded 
folding pegs. 

Yamaha claims 9,5 inches of ground 
clearance. I didn't have a ruler handy, 
but that seems conservative if anything. 

The Enduro is going to be one great- 
selling motorcycle, when they get some 
to the dealers. Let's see, if I sell the 
Volkswagen....

rule's adoption at that time was equally 
as anxious as Miller to avoid a midnight 
adjournment, He acquiesced to the de- 
mand for a reading but ruled that no dis- 
cussion or amendment would be enter- 
tained. Following the reading, the body 
accepted the new rules as read, 

The Artesia Pioneers objected to the 
rule requiring the promoting club's ref- 
eree to ride the route of a Poker Run 
three hours before the run, Howard Eble 
and several others pointed out that this 
was a safety feature required by the AMA, 

The rule changes were both major and 
minor in character. Major inthatalmost 
every section had minor corrections in 
wording. These minor changes will have 
a major effect on procedure and dele- 
gation of authority. Other changes have 
the effect of streamlining the originals, 
eliminating some duplications and chang- 
ing the numbering system, Cycle News 
wil publish the new rules for 711 road 
riders to read and clip.

Modifying The 450 HONDA 





Suspension, Tires and Brakes 


By Dick Kilgroe 


The toughest problem that faces a 450 
Honda owner is how to give away 75 
pounds to competitive bikes and still 
obtain competitive handling by using the 
stock frame. 

The most outstanding aid to our road 
racer’s handling problems was the addi- 
tion of a pair of Ceriani road racing 
shocks, using the Moto-Cross springs, 
which are necessary to handle the in- 
creased weight. Super Hawk shocks fitted 
with the YB-CB92 chromed springs work 
better than the stock shocks. The Ceri- 
ani or Girling type shocks will require 
fabricating different mounting sockets 
on the swing arm, 


We have always suspected that the 
stock forks undergo some side-flexing or 
twisting under certain high speed corner- 
ing conditions, and using the 305 scram- 
bler forks, which are about 1'' longer, 
have stiffer springs and thicker walls, 
not only helps the flexing problem, but 
aids the ground clearance and increases 
the trail, thus ‘‘slowing down’’ the hand- 
ling slightly, which also helps, Use of a 
brace at three locations on the forks 
helps also, especially if you favor any 
type of front brake that exerts an uneven 
braking force on the forks, thus causing 
flexing problems from both ends. 


One of the innerent advantages of the 
dual-disc brake is that it features ab- 
solutely even loading under all braking 
conditions, That's why we still use the 
Stock forks with heavier oil. They seem 
to work all right with Goodyear or Avon 
“round type” tires. It’s when you use 
the triangular Dunlops that you experi- 
ence really scary unstable handling in 
fast sweepers not taken all the way 
leaned over. The ‘‘V’’ type tires do help 
throwing it down into a corner, however, 
and there are turns where you have to 
exert more than a little effort at the 
handlebars to force the bike over with 
the round tires, As a rule we would 
advise round tires for fast courses with 
banked or sweeping turns, and V tires 
for flat sharp-cornered short courses 
like Carlsbad, where you need quick 
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handling and ‘‘dive for the inside’’ char- 
acteristics. Again, the trend toward 
lower profiles notwithstanding, 450 Hon- 
das definitely need 19" wheels to obtain 
proper ground clearance and handling, 
We were absolutely horrified to see 
Honda come out last year with 18” 
wheels on their Daytona entries, andfeel 
that this definitely led to crashes they 
otherwise could have avoided, such as 
Jim Odom’s in the Amateur race, 

Streamlining also has a pronounced 
effect on 450 handling, but that again 
is another story, 

The most positive asset to the 450’s 
handling is of course the smooth, broad 
power range that lets the rider simply 
dial on more power at anxious moments, 
which nearly always pulls everything 
straight down,

CYCLE PROFILES: 
FRANK F. CONLEY

The weekend of April 6 and 7 will be 
a big occasion for many cyclists, but 
perhaps for no one as big as it will be 
for Frank F, Conley, secretary of the 
Classic and Antique Motorcycle Associ- 
ation, 

The Visalia (Calif,)) Fair Mall will be 
the scene of the Association's first show 
and rally. It is the first event of its kind 
ever to be held on the West Coast, 

Conley learned about these antique 
cycle shows and rallies, which have been 
held for years in various parts of Eng- 
land; and he set to work to create such 
an annual event for the West Coast, The 
CAMA, which he worked so energetically 
to found and of which he serves as 
secretary, is dedicated to “The preser- 
vation, resoration and operation of class- 
ic and antique motorcycles,’’ 

By trade Frank is a printer and has 
been for more than 20 years andinrecent 
years both he and the members of his 
family have become increasingly active 
and enthusiastic over motorcycles and 
cycles, He has owned more than 50 dif- 
ferent cycles, He has been a member of 
the Vintage Motorcycle Club in England 
for most of his quarter of a century of 
cycling. 

His wife, Kathy, has her cycle, His 
son, 15-year-old Mike, almost beat him 
in his first Hare Scrambles lastautumn, 

Here is Frank's own account of his 
career in cycling; ‘I started riding 
about 25 years ago on a 1987 Harley 80 
flathead, have been riding ever since, 
Started riding Class C quarter-andhalf- 
mile in 1947 on an Indian Scout then 
switched to BSA, Rode mostly in Calif, 
until 1951, Rode my first desert race in 
1948 and have been at it ever since, 
Started with the 1948 Big Bear Run and 
fell in love with the desert, rode the last 
Big Bear in 1961 — the last one was 
called no contest, Have ridden most of 
the large Hare and Hounds, Hare Scram- 
bles and Enduros that have been held on 
the west coast. Rode Greeves for about 
5 years, switched to Triumph 500 in 1966, 

“Ride Expert class, number 22u, Dis- 
trict 36a (now District 35), am member 
of the Visalia Ramblers, the best club in 
the district, and in the past ten years 
have held every office at least once, was 
club referee for 1965-6-7 and AMA 
Tech, Committeeman for cross country 
racing for Dist, 36a which I have heldfor 
the past 3 years, 

“While getting over a leg injury ac- 
quired by sticking my front wheel ina 
downhill badger hole a few years ago, I 
decided to have a go at restoring a old 
bike, 

*"[ picked up a rare 1937 Excelsior 
Manxman 350cc OHC in a complete 
state of decay and went to work restoring 
it to new condition, won best Antique 
World of Wheels show in Hollywood in 
Sept, of last year and special display 
award at the Winter Nationals held in 
L.A. last Dec. It was the only Classic or 

Antique Bike shown, Am now in the 
process of restoring a 1917 Harley 
Single and have two rare classics on 
the way from England, 

“The Classic and Antique Motorcycle 
Assn, was started last year by a few 
collectors and restorers who thought it 
was about time we had a group or 


Association for the classic and antique 
buffs in this part of the country witha 
few events each year held on the west 
coast, I am Secretary and editor of our 
semi-annual bulletin. We hope that 
our Assn, we will help the interested 
Classic and Antique owners in meeting 
others with like interests, finding parts 
or whole bikes asthe case may be. 

“We feel that the collecting of our 
type of bikes will bé à coming thing in 
this country, and will be a fine way for 
the motorcyclist to keep his handinafter 
he has given up racing or has retired 
from freeway frolic. This is not justa 
hobby for old timers but anyone who 
loves the beautiful workmanship, qual- 
ity and design of the Classic or Antique 
Motorcycle can find one and restore it 
for a lot less than the horseless carriage 
guys and still have a ‘real link with the 
past. The Vintage Motorcycle club) of 
Great Britain has over 2000 members 
and have many ralliés“and events each 
year, Our Assn. plans the same type of

My wife rides a Kawasaki 120 and has 
ridden several enduros, My son Mike 
rode his first Hare Scrambles in Nov.

Now you can buy an out of the box 
enduro winner, at least the machine 
should be a winner if you are. 

The bike is being distributed by the 
Penton Brothers of Amherst, Ohioandis 
called the Penton Six Day. One of the 
Pentons is John and if you've followed 
enduros and international trials at all 
you know him as one of the best in both 
fields, John's been a threat on the Na- 
tional enduro circuit for years and this 
year won a medal in the International 
Six Day Trials in Poland. 

So, it'S obvious John knew what he 
wanted in an enduro bike when he started 
designing this one from the ground up. 

“I wanted a lightweight bike that would 
go,” John.told me, ‘ʻand we designed 
this one to be just that.” 


My first look at the machine was a - 


strange one for a stump jumper — ít was 
winning the 125 and under class at the 
first Ohio TT of the year, John's son, 
Tom, was making the machine do im- 
pressive things, but then all of the 
Pentons are impressive riders. 

Power for the Penton Six Day comes 
from a 125cc five-speed Sachs plant, 
The motor develops 15-1/2 horses and, 
unlike many lightweight machines, should 
be powerful enough to carry bigger 
riders. 

The machine weighs 185 pounds, hasa 
53-inch wheelbase, 10 inches of clear- 
ance and a seat height of 31 inches, 

Moto-cross tires of 275x21and 350x18 
are mounted in the front and rear re- 
spectively. 

And speaking of fronts and rears, the 
machine has Ceriani suspension all the 
way round, The forks are full 250 moto- 
cross Cerianis with six inches of travel, 

The bike is suppose to do 70 miles an 
hour on the road, plenty fast for those 
between sections runs. 

It isn't an all purpose machine, à 
Street scrambler or even a trail bike. 
John Penton, a man who knows what he 
wants in a competition machine, has de- 
signed a bike for enduros, Ohio mud 
runs and an occasional moto-cross. 


The $695 price tag may seem a bit 
steep until you start to think about those 
Ceriani forks and you see the workman- 
ship on the details of the bike, Evéry- 
thing is of the finest quality and John 
says the price is rockbottom for the 
quality. 

Available will be a baffle for the tuned 
expansion chamber anda lighting- speed- 
ometer kit for enduro riding. 

The lighting kit will include a fully 
calibrated VDO enduro speedometer and 
will go for $59.95, 

If youre serious about enduros and 
you're looking for a machine you could 
probably do a lot worse, If John Penton 
himself is going to ride the Penton Six 
Day in National enduros it couldn't be 
too bad.
